The August, 1967, administrative reports for all offices indicate | 
that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 100- and 105 \ 

increased from 21,315 to 21,851. Delinquent items decreased from 1,573 to ] 

1,254. The percentage of delinquent items .decreased from 7.4 per cent | 

to 5.7 per cent. These same reports’ disclose that in the 157 classification 
total pending active matters increased from 4,621 to 5,099; delinquency 
decreased from 312 to 280; and the percentage of delinquency decreased from 
6.8 per cent to 5.5 per cent.

SYNOPSIS : , . . „ 

Each month we follow the field closely on the status of 
security work by analyzing the backlog of pending active case's and 
delinquency in espionage, internal security, security mat ter, foreign 
intelligence and racial matters cases in classifications o5, 100, 105 
and 157. Status of these cases as of October 31, 1967, is set forth 
below. 

T« nr.tnh^r . 1967. there was an increase in Dendinsr active 
matters in the field' in classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 22,298 
to 22,685. Delinquent matters decreased from 1,393 to 1,096. The 
percentage of delinquent matters decreased from 6.2 per cent to 
4.8 per cent. 

During the same month, pending active matters in the 157 
classification increased from 4,879 to 4,911 while delinquent matters 
decreased from 336 to 237. The field-wide delinquency in this 
classification decreased from 6.9 per cent to 4.8 per cent. 

Letters are being sent to* the offices indicated by asterisks 
on page 4 herein, commenting on their delinquency and pointing out 
the necessity for bringing their cases in these classifications to

The October, 1967 , administrative reports for. all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 

100 and 105 increased from 22,298 to 22,685. . Delinquent items decreased 
from 1 393 to 1,096. The percentage of delinquent items decreased from 
6.2 per cent to 4.8 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 
157 classification total pending active matters increased from 4,879 
to 4 911; delinquency decreased from 336 to 237; and the percentage o 
delinquency decreased from 6.9 per cent to 4.8 per cent.

An analysis of the status in the field/ of pending 
active cases and delinquency in espionage, internal security, 
security matter, foreign intelligence and racial matters (RM) 
cases in classifications 65, 100, 105, and 157 was conducted 
for the month of November, 1967. 

There was an increase in pending active matters in 
classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 22,685 to 23,289, a 
difference of 604. Delinquent matters increased from 1,096 
to 1-407. a difference of 311. The nprppntncrp nf Hoii nnnon+ 
matters increased from 4.8 per cent to 6.0 per cent. 

Pending active matters in the 157 classification 
increased from 4,911 to 5,020, a difference of 109. Delinquent »

To bring RI-A and RI-B cases up to date by investi- 
gation is desirable; however, it is felt that examination of 
the case file by the field when new information is placed in 
the file will serve as a backstop to catch those cases which 
have an accumulation of minor activity indicating that active 
investigation is required. Coverage of subversive activity 
through informants or other sources will reveal any activity 
which will require active investigation. We are streamlining 
our procedures without sacrificing essential controls. These 
changes will free manpower to handle investigations of emerging 
new subversives in the "new left” movement.

No name shall be added to or retained in the Security 

Index unless one or more of the following situations 

have been established through Investigation: 

(A) Subject has had membership or participation in the 
activities of a basic revolutionary organization with- 
in the last 5 years as shown by overt acts or state- 
ments established through reliable sources, inform- 
ants, or individuals. 

(B) Subject has had membership or participation in the 
affairs of one or more front organizations, which 
adhere to the policies and doctrines of a revolu- 
tionary group, in a leadership capacity or by active 
substantial participation in the furtherance of the 
aims or purposes of the front organizations within 
the last 3 years as shown by overt acts or state- 
ments established through reliable sources, inform- 
ants, or individuals. 

(C) Investigation has developed information that an 
individual, though not a member or a participant 

in the activities of a subversive organization, has 
anarchist or revolutionary beliefs and is likely to 
seize upon the opportunity presented by a national 
emergency to endanger the public safety as shown by 
overt acts or statements within the last 3 years 
established through reliable sources, informants, 
or individuals. 

(D) Although investigation has failed to establish 
overt acts or statements on the part of a sub- 
ject within the time limits set out above, facts 
have been developed which clearly and unmistakably 
depict the subject as a dangerous Individual who 
could be expected to commit acts inimical to the 
national defense and public safety of the U. S. in 
time of emergency.

When the field has completed an investigation and 
the subjects activities meet the criteria for inclusion 
in the SI, a report and FD-122 are submitted to the Bureau 
with recommendations for Inclusion in the SI. The substantive 
Supervisor, Unit Supervisor in Charge, Section Chief and 
Assistant Director of the Domestic Intelligence Division 
approve the field's recommendation. The employment and 
residence of SI subjects are verified every six months and 
an investigative report is submitted annually. 

The Reserve Index was established in 1960 to include 
those individuals whose subversive activities do not bring 
them within the SI criteria but who in a time of national emer- 
gency are in a position to influence others against the national 
interest or are likely to furnish financial or material aid to 
subversive elements due to their subversive affiliation and 
ideology. These individuals are scheduled to receive priority 
consideration with respect to investigation following the 
apprehension oi SI subjects. The criteria for placing individuals 
in the Reserve Index is as follows. 

Individuals are to be included in the Reserve Index when, 
following investigation, the information does not justify 
the inclusion of the subject's name in the Security Index 
when there is evidence of : 

(a) Membership in a basic revolutionary organization 
subsequent to January 1, 1949, together with some 
indication of sympathy or association with such an 
organization or a subversive front organization 
subsequent to the reported membership and no reliable 
evidence of defection.

(c) The individual, within the past five years, by 
his associations, writings, financial support, or 
conduct in relation to and support of subversive 
organizations or the international communist move- 
ment is in a position to Influence others at the 
time of a national emergency and no reliable evidence 
of defection. 

(d) Leadership or substantial activities in a major sub- 
versive front group over three years ago, together 
with some evidence of continuing activity, association, 
or sympathy for the subversive cause within three 
years and no reliable evidence of defection.

The Reserve Index is divided into two sections, 
Section A and Section B. If a subject does not meet the 
criteria for the SI or is deleted from the SI, he is con- 
sidered for either section of the Reserve Index. Those 
individuals who are included in Section A fall within the 
following categories: professors, teachers and educators, 

labor union organizers, writers, lawyers, doctors and other 
potentially influential persons on a local or national level 
or individuals who could furnish material or financial aid.

Letters submitted in lieu of annual reports are 
standard inasmuch as they show verification of residence, 
employment, and informants and sources contacted. The 
advantages of -utilizing a preprinted form instead of a 
fully-typed letter are numerous. This form will save 
Agent time, clerical time, and add the element of uniformity. 
It w? 11. .?1 [?.<-> ■nrr’ir'ti cally eliminate correspondence to the 
field ufutjxi Limes necessary wuen the field has left our 
pertinent requirements in a letter of this nature. There 
are approximately 10 ,000 individuals included in the 
Security Index on which either reports or letters in lieu 
of reports are submitted on a yearly basis. Although an 
exact breakdown cannot be furnished, it is estimated that 
letters in lieu of reports are submitted in atout 10 per cent 
of the cases . 



The Domestic Intelligence Division feels that 
utilization of a preprinted form in place of letters sub- 
mitted in lieu of reports is highly desirable. It is a 
time and money-saving suggestion. It is further recommended 
by the Domestic Intelligence Division that only one copy of 
this form be sent to^ the Bureau, inasmuch as these letters 
require no action other than to review for correctness and 
accuracy. This would afforc} additional economy in paper 
and space. Domestic Intelligence Division recommends that 
the above suggestion be adopted, and the sample form be 
prepared and printed.

Training Division has no objection to proposed form 
in view of the anticipated saving in time it would achieve. Based on 
the yearly average of 1,000 letters, two pages in length (2,000 pages), 
it is estimated savings of $1, 170 per year will be achieved not including 
proofreading time eliminated and filing space conserved. The figure 
is based on the fact that the latest field- wide production average for 
stenographers was four pages per hour. Since the form would cut 
the present 2, 000 pages to 1, 000 pages, on the basis of four pages 
per hour, 250 hours would be saved. Since the lowest grade stenog- 
rapher is GS-4 @ $2.40 per hour, this would 'amount to $600 a year. 

Added to this would be a saving in dictation time by a GS-11 Agent at 
$4. 64 per hour (it is felt that few GS- 10 Agents would be handling 
Security Index subjects) of half the approximate 15 minutes it now 
takes to dictate a two-page letter. This would be about 7, 500 minutes 
or 125 hours times $4. 64, or $570. Total estimated savings are, 
therefore, $1, 17Q. From this figure the cost of the new form, about 
$20, must be deducted for a net yearly saving of $1, 150. ^For this 
saving suggester could be granted an incentive award of $60 which is 
in line with the accepted scale for such awards.

INDEX CARDS AT QUANTICO ■ 

VO Under 'Vitai Records Program a duplicate set of the master 

Sgeu-rity Index Jcards is maintained at the Quantico relocation site. 
Additions, cancellations and changes of the Security Index are made 
on a continuing basis to keep the Index in a current status. Under 
our current procedures, when a Security Index card is changed, the 
old card is then destroyed; when an individual is removed from the 
Security Index, the card is cancelled a nd is retained at the Bureau 
for a period of 3 years filed alphabetically by year. The cards at 
Ouantico have been maintained on an indefinite basis. Y/e now have 
25 000 cancelled Security Index cards stored at Quantico. These cards

It is believed that 
this period of time is sufficient to determine if an individual s 
activities would warrant reconsideration for inclusion on the 
Security Index. This will serve as a backup for a ready list of 
individuals who could be potentially dangerous in time of emergency.

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(D) INTERVIEWS IN RACIAL AND SECURITY MATTERS — As you are 
aware, virtually every report and letterhead memorandum is disseminated 
at the Seat of Government to agencies and officials of the Government, 
often at the very highest level. Any vagueness or inadequacies in inter- 
views or the reporting of such, places the Bureau in a poor light and on 
occasion necessitates needless delay in dissemination while additional 
or clarifying information is obtained from the- field. 

A review of recent security and racial-type communications 
submitted by the field has revealed what appears to be carelessness in 
reporting and a lack of thoroughness in the conducting of interviews 
during the course of your investigations. The principal weaknesses 
noted are as follows: * - • 

Failure to fully cover the principal allegations 
involved and to conduct an in-depth interview. 

Failure to clearly show that the source was or 
was not reporting from first-hand knowledge. 

•failure to adequately aescnoe tne source's 
reliability and capacity to have the information 
furnished. 

Failure to show, where pertinent, that the 
source did not have additional relevant information.

Failure to include additional investigation 
resolving the allegations or failure to set forth 
appropriate leads on the cover pages indicating that 
allegations and leads will be resolved. 

It is imperative that thorough, penetrative interviews be con- 
ducted and that the reporting thereof is complete, accurate, and concise 
in all respects. I will not tolerate a lack of thoroughness in interviews, 
carelessness in reporting, or the failure to detect these errors by 
field supervisors. You are instructed to follow this matter closely and 
periodically bring it to the attention of all investigative and supervisory 
personnel.
